Urhana, May 23.— Just when Illi- 
nois' annual crop of 215 million 
bushels of grain goes to market has 
been traced down nnd reported upon 
for the benefit of producers, dealers 
and consumers alike in a new bulle- 
tin, "Seasonal Features of Illinois 
Grain Marketing.*' just released by 
the College of Agriculture, University 
of Illinois. In the three years studied 
it was found that 70 per cent of the 
wheat shipped annually by Illinois 
elevators goes to market within three 
months after harvest. In contrast, 
only -14 per cent of the corn is ship- 
ped within the four months after har- 
vest and only 34 per cent of the oats 
within three months. 

Gives Actual Figures 

Illinois farmer.s market such a largo 
pruportion of the corn, oats and 
wheat sold in the United States that 
tho lime of the year when these 
grains move from the country is im- 
portant to consumers, producers and 
all who handle grain shipments, it is 
polntc'd out hy the investigators and 
nnd authors of the new bulletin. They 
are L. J. Norton and C. L. Stewart, of 
the agricultural economics division 
In the college experiment station. 

Previous to the release of the bulle- 
tin the only sources of Infornuitlon on 
the time that grain is marketed wore 
the estimates of the federal dopan- 
mnt of agriculture as to the percent- 
age of different crops marketed by 
farmers during dlfforenl months and 
the trade reports of grain received at 
the larger primary markets. Tlie 
new publication reports actual figures 
as to the season of the year when 
local Illinois dealers shipped grain 
during the crop years of 1923, 1924 
and 1925, Inclusive. 

Aak For It • 

Not all parts of the stale shipped 
the three grains, corn, wheat and 
oats, during the same seasons, It was 
I revealed In the study. Elevators in 
i .southern Illinois, for Instance, have 
been shipping their wheat more uni- 
formly than do those In the central 
and eastern parts of the state, It was 
found. Shipments of corn from the 
southern half of tho state have been 
concentrated at harvest time more 
than in the rest of the state. Ship- 
ments of oats from the northern and 
eastern sections of tho state have 
been more uniformly dlBtrlbuted 
throughout the year than from the 
southern and western sections. 

Seasonal changes In grain ship- 
ments and In grain prices, the effect 
of shortage facilities and of credit on 
time of shipment, variations In ship- 
ments from farmers' elevators and 
from private elevators, storage capac- 
ity of Illinois country elevators, farm 
storage, and season of purchase com- 
pared with season of shipment arc 
other points reported upon in the 
bulletin. It is No. 315 and may ho se- 
cured upon i-cques^ from tho college.

Charges are brought against cer- 
tain birds for their destruction of 
fruit, but this is greatly offset by tho 
enormous good done by birds In de- 
stroying insects. 

A farm without bird life would lo^o 
one of its greatest attractions, and If 
the birds should disappear, the farm- 
er himself would l)e first to note their 
absence, nnd he would also soon note 
damage to his growing grains and 
frulta which before would have been 
negligible. 

In severe winters birds that remain 
throughout tho year are often unable 
to find food and large numbers die 
from hunger and exposure. If tho 
farmer would make tho effort to food 
tlie auall, cardinals, downy and hairy 
woodpeckers, chickadees, and others, 
many birds might be able to survive 
to work for hini the fnllowing spring. 

Frequently birds that ordinarily 
migrate when cold weather appears, 
for some reason remain. Il is not tho 
Bovero cold that kills the birds, but 
the lack of food. The body heat of 
birds is greater than that of any oth- 
er animal, and if he can "atoko bis 
heating apparatus" ho can stand very 
severe cold weather. 

Where Htrcams and ponds are kept 
free from Ice, or ut least portions of 
them, ducks may bo Induced to stay 
veo' lute In autumn and soraetlmua 
all winter. Out In Lake Michigan, 
fur enough so that there Is open wn* 
ter. many ducks and gulls are fouud 
every winter. 

A well kept farm Is always a thing 
ot beauty, and If on the farm the 
bird life la protected, and added 
charm la given to the beauty ot for- 
est and field, meadow and pond.
